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B & MW HEARING SOLVES 


‘NO. PROBLEMS 

Officials from nearly twenty 
communities met Monday evening 
at the Wilmington High School 
to formulate plans for an or- 
ganized protest against the 
the proposal of the Boston and 
Maine RR to curtail service in 
Wilmington and North Wilming- 
ton, About seventy interested 
people from nearby towns, and 
‘some-as far away as Sudbury 
braved the worse night of the 
winter to add their voices to 
the Wilmington officials and 
resist efforts of the railroad 
to eliminate service in some 
instances, and severly cut it 
in others. 

The meeting was called by 
Wilmington’s town manager, 
Alfred Calabrese, working in 
conjunction with the commutor 
committee composed of John 
Brooks, Paul Niles, Edward 
Shelley, Paul Duggan and John 
McGahan. 

Among those attending were 
Senator William Madden, Rep. 
Thomas Donahue and Rep. Frank 
Tanner. Selectmen were present 
from Sudbury, Chelmsford, 
Tyngsboro and Reading. Town 
counsel representing Boxboro, 
Stoughton, Tyngsboro and 
Tewksbury, as well as repre- 
sentatives from the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
the office of Mayor William 
Shaugnessey of Woburn, the 
office of the Attorney General 
and the County Corporation 
Attorney’s office attended. 

Reviews of the situation and 
the steps taken by town offi- 
cials were given by Mr. Cala- 
brese and Mr. Brooks, Mr. Cal- 
abrese hit the railroad’s dis- 
regard for the individual, and 
spoke of the confusion raised 
by their alternating claims of 
near bankruptcy and solvency. 
He urged that the individual 
communities request hearings 
by the DPU and make separate 
appeals as well as join the 
organized protest. 

Mr. Brooks said that even 
though the B & M would not 
care for the idea, the legis- 
lature should make every 
effort to block curtailment of 
service, The B & M figures for 
passenger use of the trains 
fell. short of the traffic 
count conducted by the town, 
Mr. Brooks said, that abandon- 
ment of freight service to the 
area was likely following com- 
mutor cuts, and this move 
would ruin four industrial 
firms in North Wilmington. 

Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Frank Hagerty asked 
Senator Madden to report on 
his efforts in behalf of the 
area, Sen. Madden said that he 
had contacted Rep, Edith 
Nourse Rogers and asked her 
intervention on a federal 
level. . 

Rep. Tanner reported favor- 
ably on a report which is be- 
ing readied for presentation 
to the legislature. ‘‘It wal- 
lops the DPU, the B & M and 
McGinnis,’’ Mr. Tanner said. 
He labled it a step in the 
right direction. 

Warnings were forthcoming 
from officials of towns where 
service has been curtailed in 
the past. Promises to provide 
shelters where stations werr 
removed were never kept, 
according to selectmen from 
affected towns. 

Reading and Woburn are both 
threatened with loss of their 
Present depot facilities and 
would be greatly inconvenienc- 
ed by proposals to move pas- 
Senger boarding platforms to 
other locations, No shelters 
are planned, according to Rep. 
Thomas Donahue, who attended 
hearings in both towns last 
week.

The right of citizens to 
petition for a change in Gov- 
ernment is a basic right. 

Any form of Goyernment of 
the People should welcome this 
opportunity for an evaluation 
of its purpose. 

DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
‘hen in the course of human 
events it becomes necessary 
for one people to dissolve the 
political bands which have 
connected them with another, 
and to assume among the Powers 
of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the 
Laws of Nature and of Nature’s 
God entitle them a decent re- 
Spect to the opinions of man- 
kind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel 
them to the separation. We 
hold these truths to be self- 
evident that all men afe 
created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights. 
that among these are Life, 
Liberty, and the Pursuit of 
Happiness, That to secure 
these rights, Governments are 
instituted among Men, deriving 
their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. That 
when ever any Form of Govern- 
ment becomes destructive of 
these ends, it the Right of 
the People to alter or to 
abolish it, and to institute 
new Government, laying its 
foundation on such Principles 
and organizing its Powers in 
such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely co 
their Safety and Happine: 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate 
that Governments long establ- 
ished should not be changed 
for light and transient 
causes; and accordingly all 
experience hath shown that 
mankind are more disposed to 
suffer, while evils are 
sufferable, than to right 
themselves by abolishing the 
forms to which they are accus- 
tomed. But when a long train 
of abuses and usurpations 
pursuing invariable the same 
Object evinces a design to 
reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, 
it is their duty, to throw off 
such Government, and to pro- 
vide new Guirds for their 
future security’’. 

That there is evidence of 
dissension among the people 
can be found by merely géing 
out and discussing the 
appointment of the Town Mana- 
ger by the present Board of 
Selectmen. 

I noticed in the letter a 
declaration by the writer that 
he had lived under the j@ris- 
diction of a number of forms 
of Government. If this were. 
intended to create the 
impression that the writer had 
found his Utopia, than I am

CLEANING STAINLESS 


Stainless steel is one of the 
easiest materials to clean and 
keep clean. Its hard, tough. sur- 
face is resistant to wear, and 
does not develop rough spots that 
harbor bacteria. 

Hot water and soap or deter- 
gent will do most cleaning jobs 
in a flash. Thorough rinsing and 
drying prevent white “water 
spots,” which are actually min- 
eral deposits from the tap water. 

If burned-on foods do not suc- 
cumb to soap and water, try a 
paste made with ammonia and 
water and a fine scouring pow- 
der. 

Sometimes overheating may 
cause dark spots or “heat tint” 
on pots and pans. This doesn’t 
harm the metal, but can be re- 
moved by scouring with stainless 
steel wool in combination with a 
mild ‘abrasive powder or one of 
several commercial removers.
